WILMINGTON - What can make a 
difference in a child's life? One 
answer is the fantastic Pull-Tab 
Program run by the Aleppo 
Shriners in Wilmington. 

When a child's life is in jeopardy, 
Shriners spring into action to pro- 
vide emergency transportation 
Their rescue missions are made 
possible because of programs like 
the Pull-Tab Program. 

It simply involves removing the 
pull-tab from aluminum cans and 
donating them to the program.

“We got the official word by 
email in mid July,” continued 
Danner. “It was very exciting 
We put a lot of time and effort 
into applying for the grant and 
we thought we had a strong 
application. We felt confident 
but we didn't know for sure.” 

The $20K grant spreads over 
two years and is funded by fed 
eral dollars. As part of the 
application process, the library 
had to outline how the funding 
would be allocated. $9,500 will 
be spent this r with the 
remaining $10,500 allocated to 
next year. 

“Some of it will be used for 
limited redesign purposes,” 
said Danner. “We'll be getting a 
fresh coat of paint to coincide 
with the children's room and 
we'll be replacing tables and 
chairs as well.” 

The redesign is expected to be 
completed by Christmas. 

The grant's federal funding 
cannot be used for items that 
need to be installed such as 
new shelving or computers, so 
those items have been budget- 
ed for by the town. The Friends 
of the Library are also helping 
to raise funds for items not 
covered in the grant 

“The town and the Friends of 
the Library have been gener- 
ous and supportive. We could- 
n't do it without them,” 
acknowledged Danner.

out Verizon Wireless and a chance to 
meet the real “Can you hear me now” 
guy. We did, and his name, folks, is Marc 
LeFevre. 

LeFevre's official title is Test Man, 
which is very close to Super Man when 
it comes to wireless networks. He drives 
an unmarked, non-descript white Chevy 
Trailblazer worth $350,000 all over 
Massachusetts, three weeks a month for 
more than 1,000 miles a week. Test Man 
tests every wireless network with the 
expensive equipment in his SUV, from 
AT&T, T-Mobile, Verizon, Sprint and 
Nextel. 


“We want to show people the lengths 
we go to to check our network, as well 
as check it against competitors, so we 
are indeed the most reliable,” said 
David Thomson, spokesperson for 
Verizon. 

Verizon would not reveal any informa- 
tion on the networks they monitored but 
they did explain how they could com- 
pare the data for a new tower site. The 
drivers will test coverage for a site by 
driving away from it in spokes before 
and after the power is turned on. Then 
they compare the data side by'side. In 
order to make sure a new site works

well in the “honeycomb” of coverage, 
each tower or antenna needs to know 
the ‘neighbor list’, a list of adjacent tow- 
ers to which the network can hand off 


The ride-along began with a tour of the 
technological marvel masquerading as 
an SUV.

Shawsheen River Watershed 
Association saves the day 


Dear Editor, 

On Saturday, 8-18-07, strong 
winds brought down a large 
Oak Tree that lived on the 
paper road between my home 
and my neighbor's, Luckily, the 
tree fell completely a from 
our homes, but right across the 
Shawsheen River. The tree took 
down a few other small tree 
limbs and bushes when it fell 
After some ‘oohing' and 
‘ahhing', we realized the main 
issue was that it was complete 
ly blocking the flow of the river. 
The main problems with this 
were that the water was now 
totally stagnant (more mosqui- 
toes) and once we did get rain, 
the water would be blocked, 
possibly causing more flooding 
on Whipple Road. 

Both myself and my neighbor 
called the town to report this 
and ask for advice/action. No 
calls were returned. I called 
again (Forestry Department! 
and did get a call back. I was 
told they couldn't “access” the 
area and could not remove the 
tree. However, the department 

did recommend I 
call the superintendent and see 
what he had to s In 
the meantime, 
call to the Shawsheen River 
Watershed Association for their 
opinion. That call was returned 
promptly by "Bob" who told me 
he came, looked at the tree, and 
agreed it had to go to allow the 
River to flow.

and what new plant has

Every year I transplant or pull 
out or split this or that and add 
something new. Many of my 
plants have a story or should I 
say, a history. My old-fashioned 
orange poppies came from 
Elmer Branscombe's garden at 
the corner of Main Street and 
Clark Street. I brought home 
four sad looking “roots” when 
the property was sold and later 
bulldozed. I never thought they 
would “take” but they not only 
survived, they thrived to the 
point where I have had to con- 
trol them with an underground 
metal barrier! Every spring, 
when they persistently surface, I 
think about the symbolism. 
R.LP. Elmer Branscombe, your 
memory lives. 

My balloon flower and hibiscus 
are at least seventy-five years 
old. They were passed down 
from my grandmother's garden 
to my mother's garden, to mine. 
I wonder to myself, how long 
can they keep going - forever? 

Decades ago while out walking 
I ripped out a handful of Myrtle 
that had traveled along the side 
of the road from someone's 
yard. When I got home I put the 
thread-like vines in sandy water 
where they stayed all winter 
“rooting” on my kitchen win- 
dowsill. That spring I planted 
those tiny little pathetic looking 


strings. Today I have three big 
patches of dense, healthy-look- 
ing, dark green ground cover 
that keeps on spreading! 

My spot of earth here is on the 
small side so there are no early 
spring bulbs planted. They take 
up too much space for a mere 
two weeks of flowers. July is the 
big month for showy gardens 
and I do have many exotic lilies 
and colorful perennials but 
more and more I'm moving 
toward a fall garden. For years 
now every new addition to my 
garden is a “late bloomer.” 
‘Trying to extend the season has 
become my number one objec- 
tive, but this year I've taken a 
radical step - my focus has shift- 
ed. Beginning now, and within 
two growing seasons, I'm con- 
verting the entire garden to fall- 
only-flowers! Being content 
with shapes and textures and 
shades of green all summer will 
be an adjustment but an excit- 
ing change from August's wan- 
ing interest to restless anticipa- 
tion. 

My first visit to Rainbow 
Mums in Carlisle took me by 
surprise. Although technically a 
garden center, I drove up to a 
meticulously groomed oasis 
with acres of lush lawn, ledge, 
rock walls, fields and grand gar- 
dens. Surrounding a modest 
farm house, a kaleidoscope of 
asters and mums lined the 
horseshoe driveway and filled

kinds of stories I write for the 

Crier I often find myself talking 

to engineers, A veritable multi- 

tude of engineers. This is just 

fine, because I'm married to an 

engineer, my father-in-law is an 

engineer, nearly every male in 

that family is an engineer, and I 

can see the engineer mind in my 
son. 

So, I 'get' engineers. 

And there are two subgroups 
of the engineer animal 

One group takes the view that 
any imperfection in a design 
could cost people their lives. A 
poorly designed bridge will col- 
lapse. Imperfect applications of 
materials can cause concrete 
panels in tunnels ceilings to fall 
A road built fast and loose will 
eventually sink, sing dam- 
age to automobiles and expen 
sive repair. These engineers, 
like my husband and most of the 
engineers I talk to, are unique 
creatures. For example, it took 
my husband many months to 
build-in bookshelves, _not 
because the project was hard 
but because the walls in our old 
house list way off center. When 
he was done with the shelves, 
however, the walls looked 
straight, 

The desire to achieve perfec- 
tion can be maddening. One 
engineer I know attempted to 
replace a simple valve in his 
shower and ended up ripping up 


the entire bath, putting up new 
everything and retiling. His wife 
may have wanted to commit 
seppuku, but that bath is beauti- 
ful. 

Yes, these engineers fold their 
socks in a particular way, turn 
out the contents of their pockets 
in a meticulous fashion every 
day, and spend a tremendous 
amount of time planning any lit- 
tle project. If the design is not 
right, they reason, the execution 
will fail. 

The second group of engineers 
includes the software wun- 
derkinds of the world. They 
work fast and churn out product 
quickly, getting it to consumers 
sooner rather than later, then 
offering patches to correct prob- 
lems. Their aim is less the 

‘gn than the functionality. As 
long as it works, it does not nec- 
essarily matter how the pro- 
grammer got there. And prob- 
lems that appear down the road 
may be remedied, relatively 
inexpensively. Getting it right 
the first time, perfection, can 
mean missing the market, los- 
ing out to a competitor, or short- 
changing customers. 

Both kinds of engineers have 
their rightful place in the tech- 
nological world today. But, 
when one crosses to the other 
side, woeful things can happen. 
Generally, when a design per- 
fectionist engineer ends up at 
an internet start-up, the engi- 
neer leaves because he is burnt 
out or because the company 


finds him too slow. On the other 
hand, when the functionality 
oriented engineer ends up writ- 
ing code for a military applica- 
tion, well, sometimes people die. 
As an engineer, it is important 
to know into which basket you 
fall. 

I've tested my theory lately 
with engineers and so far, its 
resonating with every one, from 
the civil engineer that designed 
the new photo simulations for 
the Verizon Wireless cell phone 
towers at the South Fire Station 
(and my husband checked his 
proportions), to former DPW 
Director Toma Duhani, to even 
my father-in-law. 

Likewise, remember this anal- 
ogy when looking down the road 
at the upcoming budgeting 
process facing the Town of 
Tewksbury or even the design of 
the Lowell Junction 
Interchange. Careful planning 
and thoughtful design must 
punctuate the process for both 
undertakings. 

Tewksbury's budget task force, 
meeting often these days, will 
present its recommendations to 
the town in January. Then come 
the weeks of wrangling with 
numbers with the Board of 
Selectmen looking to implement 
efficiencies the task force rec- 
ommends and the salesmanship 
of a probable override request, 
and perhaps even more fees. 
The only real question that 
remains is the bottom line fig- 
ure. How much will it cost and

the circle front yard. On the 
opposite side, hundreds of tall, 
late summer flowers waved in 
the warm breeze, showing off 
their splash of colors just when 
you would least expect to see 
flowers at their peak.

* Behind-the-Ear: This kind 
of hearing aid fits behind the 
ear and carries sound to the ear 
through a custom ear mold. 
They are useful for mild to 
severe hearing loss. 

* Open-Canal: This behind- 
the-ear style of hearing aid is 
very small, making it almost 
invisible on the ear. It uses an 
open tip fitting so ears do not 
feel plugged. Suitable for mild 
to moderate hearing loss. 

¢ In-the-Ear: These are cus- 
tom-made to fit in the outer ear. 
You can't see any wires because 
they are inside the aid. They 
are useful for mild to moderate 
hearing loss. 

¢ In-the-Ear-Canal: This kind 
of hearing aid is custom-made 
to fit in the ear canal. There are 
no outside wires or tubes. These 
hearing aids are almost impos- 
sible to see. They help people 
with all but the worst hearing 
loss. 

"We can quite often fit our 
clients with hearing aids that 
are barely noticeable, helping 
them feel less self-conscious," 
Gross, Jr said.

Shawsheen Tech MCAS scores 
continue to rise 
Supt. Lyons says Tech's failure to achieve state’s AYP standard 


make adequate progress on the 
Spring 2007 Grade 10 MCAS 
exams, We are highly effective 
at serving the needs of students 
on Individual Education Plans. 
The comparison of these sub 
groups is not a true reflection 
of the positive teaching that 
goes on at Shawsheen Tech and 
the incredible progress the stu- 
dents are making." 

AYP is defined by the DOE as 
the measure of the extent to 
which a student group demon- 
strates proficiency in English 
Language Arts and mathemat- 
ics. AYP Reports are issued 
each year and show the 
progress schools and districts 
are making toward the goal of 
having all students reach profi- 
ciency by the year 2014 as man- 
dated by the "No Child Left 
Behind" (NCLB) Law. AYP is a 
complicated formula that fac- 
tors participation rate, perfor- 
mance or improvement and 
additional factors. Any sub- 
group of more than forty stu- 
dents is required to achieve 
AYP. 

Lyons noted that NCLB's con- 
tention that every single stu- 
dent will be either proficient or 
advanced according to MCAS 
testing standards regardless of 
their level of disability is both 
illogical and flawed. 

"Shawsheen Tech is maximiz- 
ing the educational potential of 
our special needs students and 
all our students, but AYP fails 
to recognize this," said Lyons, 
"We reduced our failure rate on 
the Spring MCAS ELA and 
Mathematics tests to our lowest 
levels in school history." 

Shawsheen Tech, which serves 
the towns of Bedford, Billerica, 
Burlington, Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, has the sixth 
largest predetermined special 
needs population (32 percent) 
in the state. It sent ninety-nine 
percent of its graduates last 
year to postsecondary educa- 
tion, full-time employment or 
the armed forces, The Class of 
2009 also had 70.9 percent of its 
special needs population meet 
AYP requirements in their first 
attempt - well above the state 
average, 

"AYP is a flawed measure- 
ment because it compares 
apples to oranges," explained 
Kanellas. "A subgroup from one 
year is compared to a subgroup 
from the previous year. Part of 
our population enters the ninth 
grade with a reading compre-

"AYP does not take into con 
sideration the statistical ceiling 
encountered by subgroups in 
real education practice," added 
Kanellas. "We increased our 
success rate on the Spring 
MCAS Mathematics test from 
eighty-eight percent to ninety 
five percent in one year, but the 
entire school is labeled as not 
making adequate yearly 
progress because one subgroup 
is unable to outperform another 
from a previous year on a pre 
sumption that is fundamentally 
flawed.” 

Lyons echoed support for the 
adoption of a "growth" model 
with exceptions for needy chil- 
dren and called on U.S. Senator 
‘Ted Kennedy (D-MA) to inter- 
cede at the national level where 
NCLB originated and the state 
level where its mandates are 
administered. 

"I urge Senator Kennedy to 
use his influence to require 
both the U.S. and the 
Massachusetts Departments of 
Education to get real about 
helping students by using a 
‘growth’ model instead of inap- 
propriately labeling school dis- 
tricts," said Lyons. "We can 
either pass laws that help our 
most needy students and sup: 
port institutions like Shawsheen 
Tech that employ passionate 
teachers and serve enthusiastic 
students while producing extra. 
ordinary results for all our 
graduates, or we can enact 
absurd laws and impose inane 
labeling on school districts that 
are unrealistic and completely 
unfair."

The 
proceeds from the pull-tab pro- 
gram pay for a large portion of 
those flights.” 

Pann continues, “When we 
throw a large bag of tabs over 
our shoulders and into a truck, 
we are well aware how that bag 
can help save a child's life. 

, About $200,000 a year of that 
money is given to the 
Transportation Fund and is 
used to transport badly burned 
children to the Shriners Burns 
Hospital-Boston and to house 
family members’ We get tabs 
from a wide variety of places 
including campgrounds, nurs- 

, ing homes, senior citizen cen- 

"’ tets, bingo games, and schools 
to mention just a few. All of the 
Shriners volunteer their time to 
make this program a great suc- 
cess.” 

David “Hutch” Hutchinson, of 
Burlington, has been designat- 
ed as the “Tab Man” for the 
drop-off point. Hutch explains 
how the Pull-Tab program was 
introduced to a local school, 
“Aleppo Shriner, —_ Robert 
Archibald, mentioned the pro- 
gram at lunch with co-worker, 
Dave Morgan, who in turn men- 
tioned it to his daughter, Sarah, 

* who then told her grandmother, 
Mary Morgan who was the 


Assistant Principal at the 
Clapp School in Woburn. 

Morgan introduced the pro- 
gram to the children and, as a 
result, the children have col- 
lected over 400 pounds of pull- 
tabs to help support the 
Transportation Fund. I went to 
the school with a few other 
Shriners to accept the tabs and 
to personally thank the chil- 
dren for their wonderful contri- 
bution.” 

The Aleppo Shriners have 
treated children at the 
Halloween Parade in Woburn 
for many years with an enor- 
mous participation from their 
units that include their Arab 
Patrol, Brass Band, Mounted 
Patrol, Oriental Band, Motor 
Patrol, Minutemen, Fire 
Brigade, Rag Top, Pipe Band, 
Cycles and the ever-popular 
Clown Unit. 

Another much-anticipated 
event is the Aleppo Shriners 
Circus that will be held April 
2rd thru April 27th in 2008. 
Roger Metcalfe, of Wilmington, 
will serve as the Circus 
Chairman and, as a member of 
the Rag Top Unit, has been 
extremely busy raising funds 
for the Children's 
Transportation Fund. 

“We have over 200 lbs. going 
out (in a single day) to a recy- 
cler,” Metcalfe said. “That 
money goes to the Shriners 
Hospital Transportation Fund. 
We have drivers and a van to 
transport patients. That money 
is used for gas, tolls and main- 
tenance of vehicles. There is 
never any charge to the 
patients and the program is 
getting bigger - 11,000 patients 
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Due to concerns around music 
ownership in the wake of issues 
surrounding Napster, Robert 
said that they are going “above 
and beyond” to make sure that 
the station follows legal proto- 
col. 

“People are going to have to 
bring in music that they legally 
own. In other words, it will be 
music that they bought and not 
something that was illegally 
downloaded online. There won't 
be any file sharing music 
used,” said Robert. 

“If there's a local band that 
has music online but doesn't 
have a CD available for pur- 
chase, we'd still love to hear 
them. As long as we have a con- 
sent form from local artists, we 
can play them.” 

‘The station will play all types 
of music, but there will be pro- 
hibitions on lyrics or content 
that is obscene or indecent. 

Robert hopes the program 
will eventually offer informa- 
tion on local issues such as traf- 
fic concerns or accidents. 
Because of the technology, the 
station is able to bring local 
messages immediately to the 
pubic with live reads on traffic, 
local team scores and other 
Wilmington related news. 

Robert anticipates that the 
community will embrace this 
new format and want to become 
involved.

“Pull-tabs come 
in to the Aleppo Shrine Center 
(Shriners Auditorium) at 99 
Fordham Road in Wilmington 
in all types of containers like 
boxes, bottles, bank envelopes, 
baggies and huge water jugs. 
We'll take all returnable cans 
and bottles, too.” 

As Chairman of the Aleppo 
Children's Transportation 
Fund, Pann notes, “If you don't 
have any pull-tabs, feel free to 
send a check to help the Fund. 
People are welcome to bring 
pull-tabs to the center in 
Wilmington weekdays from 9:00 
a.m. to 5:00 p.m. and we can 
even pick them up, if needed. 
Local supermarkets like Stop & 
Shop have set up areas for 
shoppers to drop off tabs and 
Market Basket, Shaws and 
Demoulas have helped with 
fundraising for the Children's 
Transportation Fund, too.” 

In one year, the Aleppo 
Shriners of Wilmington spent 
over $310,000 to provide trans- 
portation, housing and food for 
patients and their families.

Occasionally, there are speak- 
ers. This most recent Tuesday, 
there were three, Rep. Jim 
Miceli, Sen. Bruce Tarr, and

Of course, there was a birth- 
day cake. Irene Sharp Brennan 
brought in another beautiful 
cake, as she often does. 

The origins of AIM actually 
began 26 years ago with the for- 
mation of a committee on hand- 
icapped affairs. The group con- 
ducted a survey on the needs of 
handicapped people, and then 
sought to improve physical 
access in town for people with 
handicapping conditions. 

Meanwhile, Judy DiPalma 
was looking at the social needs 
of those who live with handi- 
capping conditions. It's one 
thing to get out of the house, 
but another thing entirely to 
interact with other people. 

DiPalma, who has been hon- 
ored as one of Wilmington's 
“Good Guys,” is a hard person 
to refuse. She knows how to ask 
for help for her programs. 
Thus, when she started the AIM 
group, she had a great deal of 
support 

The AIM name came from the 
handicapped access committee, 
now a commission. It stood for 
Access is Mandatory. The 
Tuesday drop-in group still 
calls itself AIM, but it now 
stands for Angels in Motion. 

In other words, they have a 
whole lot of help with the pro- 
gram. 

The “angels” concept came 
from Ivan Palmer, who used to 
drive around in his old station 
wagon with a group he called 
“Ivan's Angels,” the name 
being a takeoff on “Charlie's 
Angels.” To be one of Ivan's 
Angels was an honor, but it did 
not come without commitment. 
Ivan and his angels volunteered 
regularly at Tewksbury 
Hospital and other places 
where good deeds were needed.

Aubrey Ungvarsky no 
stranger to golf at its highest 
level.

player in a long line of great 
golfers, but also from being the 
only girl on her team. 

But Aubrey Ungvarsky 
seemed to handle it all in 
stride, enjoying her time with 
the team, playing from the 
white tees just like her male 
counterparts, and battling toe- 
to-toe with her teammates on a 
weekly basis for a spot in the 
starting lineup 

Overall, it was just a normal 
year for a female golf protégé 
playing her first year of varsity 
golf with all males. 

“It was a lot of fun. At first I 
was really nervous at the first 
tryout, but after that I felt it 
went real well,” Ungvarsky 
said. 

Wilmington coach Steve 
Lynch was impressed with the 
way Aubrey carried herself as 
a first year member of the 
team, amid all the potential 
distractions to make herself a 
productive member of the 
squad. 

“She qualified to play in four 
or five of our matches this 
yeai,’ Lynch said. “She is a 
nice personable young girl who 
got along with everybody on 
the team and everybody got 
along with her.” 


For some teams adding a 
female member to an all boys 
team could cause a certain 
amount of friction or distrac- 
tion, but thanks to both Aubrey 
and her teammates the 
Wildcats were never faced with 
that situation as Aubrey says 
she was welcomed immediately 
by her teammates. 

“I had already know a couple 
of players on the team so that 
helped,” Ungvarsky _ said. 
“They were all very nice to me 
and welcomed me right in right 
from the start.” 

Ungvarsky says that oppo- 
nents welcomed her as well. 
Part of the reason for her uni- 
versal acceptance may have 
been her desire to not receive 
any special treatment. As a 
female she was given the 
opportunity to play from the 
red tees which require a short- 
er distance to the hole, but 
Ungvarsky insisted on playing 
from the regular white tees 
along with all of other players. 

“You have to admire her 
spunk to be willing to do that,” 
Lynch said. 

For Ungvarsky it was a very 
simple decision. 

“I like playing from the 
whites because it makes me 
feel more comfortable around 
the other player and that I am 
not getting some kind of advan- 
tage,” Ungvarsky said. “Plus I 
am confident from there. I 
don’t hit it quite as far as the 
boys, but I am pretty close.” 

Of course along with being 
the only girl on the course, 
Ungvarsky also had to deal 
with being the only Ungvarsky 
on the course. Male or female, 
carrying that last name on to a 
golf course in this area brings a 
certain amount of expectations 
and Lynch says she did not let 
it distract her. 

“I can’t imagine what that is 
like for her, but she handled it 
pretty well,” Lynch said. “Her 
Dad (Gene) was around the 
team a lot helping out and her 
brother Aaron was an assistant 


coach with us for a while. I 
asked her if having them 
around would make her ner- 
vous and she said absolutely 
not.” : 

For Aubrey, she knows there 
is a certain amount of expecta- 
tions to live up, but she also 
knows enough not to let it over- 
whelm her. 

“It does not bring much more 
pressure,” Aubrey said. “This 
past summer was the first time 
I really started competing, so I 
am not as great as my brothers 
were at my age.

And while some players would 
be threatened by having an 
older brother around as an 
assistant coach, scrutinizing 
them, for Aubrey it was a plea- 
sure having Aaron by her side, 
just as it is a great asset for her 
to be able to rely on the exper- 
tise of her dad gene, brother 
Aaron and brother Jordan, who 
is a sophomore on the UMass 
Dartmouth golf team. 

“It's a great help,” Ungvarsky 
said. “Whatever problem I may 
have they are always there to 
help and with Aaron having 
graduated from college and 
being home and being able to 
help as an assistant coach was 
very good for me as well as all 
the other kids.” 

For the Wildcats as a team

Steen, age 23 of Birchwood 
Road, are twins who were 
born prematurely at just 5 
months,” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“Both girls weighed about 
a pound each and spent the 
first months of their life fight 
ing for survival. It would be 
the first of many challenges 
they would eventually 
encounter, The incubator, 
which helped them breathe 


as newborns and ultimately 
saved their lives, inadvertent- 
ly caused their retina to sep- 
arate from their eyes, result- 
ing in their second major life 
hurdle - blindness. 

“Although some blind peo- 
ple are able to see shapes and 
shades, the twins are totally 
blind. Despite that, Debbie 
and Mary Anne attended 
Wilmington public schools, 
succeeding in their studies 
while participating in 
extracurricular activities 
such as chorus. Upon com- 
pleting their sophomore year 
at WHS, they enrolled at the 
Perkins School for the Blind 
in Watertown.

“After living at Perkins for 
3 years, they completed the 
required coursework and 
earned their Certificate of 
Attainment in 2005. However, 
they were denied their high 
school diploma because they 
were unable to pass the 
Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) exam. 

“The Massachusetts 
Advocacy Center _ states, 
‘MCAS is a statewide test 
required for high school grad- 
uation. Federal Law requires 
that all students with disabil- 
ities participate in MCAS and 
all district-wide tests. Federal 
Law also requires that school 
districts provide the Special 
Education Services the child 
needs to learn the material 
covered by MCAS. For those 
students who were close to 
passing, the State has a limit- 
ed appeals process’ 

“The score required to 
pass the MCAS is 220. The 
twins have taken the exam 
seven times, once attaining a 
score as high as 218. An 
appeal was made to the 
Department of Education 
(DOE) and it was denied. 
Educators have called and 
written to the DOE to voice 
their support for the Steens, 
but to no avail. 

“Their grandmother, 
Antoinette Campbell, feels 
the twins are at an unfair 
advantage due to their total 
blindness. ‘They've always 
been outstanding students 
and been on the honor roll in 
school. At Perkins, Debbie 
was President of her class 
and Mary Anne was Vice 
President, claimed 
Campbell. ‘They've had tutor- 
ing. Several blind people have 
tutored them but they’ still 
have trouble with the math. 
Many legally blind people are 
able to see shades and some 
shapes, but the girls are total- 
ly blind. It’s difficult to put 
the math into Braille, and 
especially as it pertains to 
geometry. They can’t see any 
shapes or figures.’ 

“She continued, ‘No child 
left behind? Well, here are 
two that have been left 
behind...”

The surprising cost 
of in-state calls 


AP Technology Writer 

Q: Why does it cost me 
more to call the next 
town over than it costs 
me to call across the 
country? 

A: You must have a 
separate long-distance 
plan. Some of them, par- 
ticularly the cheapest 
ones, have an odd struc- 
ture to their pricing that 
is due to the difference 
between federal and 
State regulations. 

For example, in New 
York State, the dominant 
phone company, Verizon 
Communications _ Ine. 
has a plan that charges 5 
cents a minute for state- 
to-state calls, while in- 
state calls are 7 cents a 
minute. 

Sprint Nextel Corp.'s 
Nickel AnyTime plan 
similarly charges 5 cents 
a minute state-to-state, 
but 10 cents a minute for 
in-state long-distance. 


If you go to the 
cheaper, smaller 
providers like Pioneer 
Telephone, the differ- 


ences can be even more 
striking. It charges 2.7 
cents per minute for long 
distance, but 5.8 cents for 
calls in New York state. 
Under this plan, it's 
cheaper to call from New 
York City to Sweden than 
it is to call Long Island. 
The reason for the odd 


pricing is this: State pub- 
lie service and public 
utility commissions set 
the charges local phone 
companies charge long- 
distance carriers to con- 
nect in-state calls over 
their lines, known as "ac- 
cess" charges. Long-dis- 
tance carriers pass those 
charges on to their cus- 
tomers. 

Interstate calls are 
regulated by the Federal 
Communications Com- 
mission, which has taken 
a different tack from 
most states. Local phone 
companies are compen- 
sated for connecting in- 
terstate long-distance 
calls by charging their 
subscribers up to $6.50 
per month per line. This 
fee generally shows up 
on bills as a "Federal 
Subscriber Line Charge." 
That's why the per- 
minute cost for such 
calls is lower. 

The difference in the 
"access" charges wasn't 
as noticeable in the days 
when the cost of carry- 
ing a call across the 
country was high. The 
cost of the connection at 
either end was small by 
comparison. But thanks 
to technology it now 
costs close to nothing to 
carry a call across the 
country or even across 
the world. It's the part of 
the call that runs on 
local phone lines that's 
expensive. 


"Access costs ... what 
carriers pay to have ag- 
cess to customers call by 
call are the largest 
cost to the end user for 
any toll call," said Vevi- 
zon spokesman Jim 
Smith. 

The in-state rates 
vary from state to state. 
Pioneer, for instance, 
charges 6.5 cents for in- 
state Colorado calls, but 
only 2.9 cents for Maine 
calls. California regula- 
tors have set low rates in 
that state, making it an 
exception to the rule that 
in-state calls are more 
expensive: For calls in 
that state, Pioneer 
charges just 2.6 cents a 
minute, and Sprint's 
Nickel AnyTime plan is 


indeed a_ nickel per 
minute. 
For consumers, the ° 


way to get away from 
this confusing state of af- 
fairs is to sign up for the 
increasingly popular "un: 
limited calling" plans, 
but if you don't use the 
phone much (or con- 
versely, if call overseas’ a 
lot), standalone long-dis- 
tance plans are still 
cheaper. And all of these 
plans would be cheaper if 
state public service com- 
missions followed Cali- 
fornia's example and 
lowered the tariffs for 
connecting in-state calls,
